Reorganized Council Runs 
Through Its First Session 


Assessor Phil Watson Says: 


Check Your Eligibility And 
Ask For Help If Needed 


Los ,Angeles Ccunty Assessor Philip E. Watson an¬ 
nounced that 1976 Homeowner's E.xomptitm Claim Forms 
are now Ireing mailed to all eligible recipients. 

Watson stress('d that the- 


law riHjuiring the propyerty 
owner to file his Homt- 
owner’s Exemption ev e r y 
year has been abolished, 
and the homeowner need no; 
return his form in order to 
receive the exemption. 

“The law stipulates that 
the HomTOwner's E.xemptioii 
remains in effect until the 
property is sold or ceases to 
be <he homeowner’s princi¬ 
pal place of residence. That 
mea'ts a homeowner who 
files and receives the exemp¬ 
tion is no longer req,uir(Hl to 
refile in sucet'ding yeais," 
Watson said. 

Over a million yellow 
Homeowner Ti'rminat i o n ' 
Correction Cards are bi'ing 
mailed to all who received 
the exemption last year. The 
Assessor cxplaincfi that this 
is because the law requires 
(he homeowner to notify the 
Assessor when he is no 
longer eligible to receive the 
e.xemption. 

To comply with the provi 
sions, homoowners should 
use the 1976 yellow Termin¬ 
ation - Correction Card to 
report an error in the ex¬ 
emption information, or to 
notify the Assessor that they 
are no longer eligible for the 
Hom<?ownor’s Exemption. If 
all the information is correct 
and a person wishes to con¬ 
tinue the exemption, no ac¬ 
tion is necessory. 

Watson pointed out that a 
new provision of State law 
mandates a penalty for 
failure to notify the Assessor 
my Juno 30, 1976 that they 
are no longer eligihlo for the 
exemption. 

To be eligible for the 
Homeowner’s Exemption, a 
person must have owned and 
lived in his residence on thr 
March 1, 1976 lien date. Itn- 
less a married couple is sep¬ 
arated and living in differ¬ 
ent hou.seholds, the exemp 
tion can only be claimed on 
a person’s principal place of 
residence even though sev¬ 
eral properties may be 
owned. 


All those who qualify for 
the Homeowner's Exemption 
will rt'ceive a ieduction of 
approximately 15200 or more 
on their 1976 propertj tax 
bill. 

Assessor Watson also an¬ 
nounced that Business Prop¬ 
erty Statements are being 
mailed to over 125,000 tax- 
[layers doing business in 
Los Angeles County. 

Watson mentioned that 
the purpose of these forms is 
to aid the Assessor’s De 
I'.irtment in making the an¬ 
nual assessment on the per- 
-sonal property, inventories 
and fixtures of medium to 
large business establ i s h - 
ments operating in the 
County. 

The Assessor emph.asized 
that the forms have been 
simplified for the conven- 
i(*nce of taxpa.yers. ‘‘Ev'cry 
effort has liecn made to 
make the complet ion of 
the.se forms as easy and 
convenient as possible. My 
staff and I have worked e.x- 
tcnsively with business and 
other .governmental agencies 
in order to cut down on as 
much extraneous material a.s 
possible, and still allow my 
office to fulfill its legal ob¬ 
ligation of determining the 
market value of busim^ss 
property in Los Ange 1 e s 
County,” Watson said. 

The Assessor also pointer! 
out a recent decision handed 
down by the United Stales 
.Supreme Court has held that 
all imported merchandise is 
taxable as of the March 1. 
1976 lien date, and his de¬ 
partment w'ill follow the 
ruling. 

Watson indicat e d that 
anyone having questions or 
a problem regarding the 
completion of the Assessor’s 
Business Property Statement 
is encouraged to call his 
nearest Assessor’s Area Of¬ 
fice which is located in 
South El Monte at 1441 
Santa Anita Avenue. The 
telephone number is 579- 
7500. 


The Council, having 
opened the meeting of Tues¬ 
day. March 9, reorganized 
and with Mayor David May 
in the chair, the first order 
of business for the new 
Council W'as the presentation 
of ,a City Plaque to former 
Councilman - Mayor Gordon 
Rudolph for bis many years 
of service to the community. 

After calling for auriienci' 
participation and hearin.g 
from those who had busi¬ 
ness before the City Council, 
the Mayor called upon the 
City Administrator for rr- 
ports and Countal action. 

Administrator David Lund 
presented the Council witn 
an agreement to participate 
in the Northeast Regional 
Burglary Inves t i g a t i v e 
Team, it being approved by 
Police Chief Betts that the 
program had been most 
’oeneficial in the reduction of 
traffic of stolen goods. The 
cost of the participation, on 
a H.trd Match Funds was 
reported to be $221, which 
will be placed in the comin.g 
1976-77 budget. After some 
discussion a motion was 
made to adopt Resolution 
76-14, a second was received 
and the Resolution was so 
adopted. 

A request was received 
from the officials of Boys 
Republic that they be grant¬ 
ed oermission to collect pod.s 
and cones within the City 
to he used for Christmas 
wreaths. By motion and 


second the request was ap¬ 
proved. 

An agreement with tht- 
County of Los Angeles for 
Gen.“ral Services, e.xpiring on 
.Line 30, 1976. was presented 
for renewal. The new agree¬ 
ment is for a period of five 
years to be submitted for 
the approval of the County 
Supervisors. The agreement 
is designed to cover miscel¬ 
laneous and sundry services 
which may be supplied by 
the County of Los Angeles 
and t.he various departments 
thereof, such as the strip¬ 
ping of streets, generally ac¬ 
complished each August be. 
fore the start of the school 
session. By motion and sec- 
nd the Council approved of 
the agreement and gave 
authorization for the City 
Administrator to execute

BofA Starts 
Interest On A 
Daily Basis 


Bank of America will be¬ 
gin compounding intere s t 
daily on regular individual 
savings accounts and Inves¬ 
tors Passbook accounts, ef¬ 
fective April 1. Pi'cviously 
interest on these accounts 
was compounded q.uarterly. 

The change will mean 
slightly increased interest 
earnings for customers. 

For example, a customer 
with $1,000 in a regular sav¬ 
ings account, paying five per 
cent interest annually, will 
earn interest of $51.27 in 12 
months if principal and in¬ 
terest are left in the ac¬ 
count. This will represent a 
gain of 32 cents over the 
$.50.95 in interest that would 
be earned if compounded 
quarterly. Total effective 
annual yield on this account 
will increase to 5.127 pi-r 
cent from the previous 5.095 
per cent. 

The bank also said it will 
compound Interest daily on 
Christmas Club accounts. 

With more than 3.8 mil¬ 
lion accounts affected by 
this change, the bank esti¬ 
mates this could mean an 
additional ,$3.4 million in in¬ 
creased interest payments to 
customers in a full year. 

Investors Passbook a c - 
counts affected by the 
change include 3-month ac¬ 
counts paying 5.5 per cent 
interest annuallj', 12-month 
accounts paying six per cent 
and .30-month accounts pay¬ 
ing 6.5 per cent. 


The Sierra Macire News 
was commissioned this past 
week by David Lund, City 
of Sierra Madre Administra¬ 
tor to print in toto the new 
ly approved City Code as a 
legal notice. • 

The process of codifying 
the City Code has been un¬ 
der the direction of at 
tories of Martin and Fland- 
rick, with Deputy City At¬ 
torney Robert Kress repre- 
.senting the firm. The pro¬ 
cess has taken the better 
part of the past six months, 
and having been submitted 
m the City Council and a 
Public Hearing called for 
Tuesday, February 24, and 
having heard the proposition 
the City Council passed that 
portion of the code as sub¬ 
mitted. The final half of the 
code will also be presented 
in the near future and will 
deal with density. 

The Code as it now ap¬ 
pears, some 300 plus pages 
long, is expected to take up 
approximately ten pages in 
the Sierra Madre News. It 
will be set in six point type 
solid, and published on 
March 24. When completed, 
the first half is expected to 
weigh some 1200 pounds of 
type metal and consist of 20.- 
f.tOO lines of type. From start 
to finish this portion of the 
code is expected to take 400 
man hours of time, not in¬ 
cluding some 20 hours of 
time spent by City cm 
ployes in proof-reading the 
presentation. 


An apparent low bid of 
25,345 has beeii turned in 
by A. R. Gray Construction 
Company of West Covina 
for construction of a new 
flood debris basin to he lo 
cated in Bailey Canyon 
above the City of Sierra 
Madre, Supervisor Baxter 
Ward reported on Marcii 2, 

The offer was low among 
18 submitted to County 
Flood Control District Chiel 
Engineer A. E. Bruinglon. 

Ward said all bids will bc' 
given a quick che''k by Dis¬ 
trict engineers, who will in¬ 
vestigate the safety recorcis 
of the bidder. The Board of 
■Supervisors is expected to 
award a contract in about 
ten days. 

According to Ward, Bailey 
Canyon-Debris Basin project 
involv'es the construction of 
a debris barrier across the 
opening to the spillway of 
Bailey Canyon dam, plus ap¬ 
purtenant work. 

The construction of this 
barrier, which will consist 
of ten-inch diameter steel 
pipes filled with concrete 
placed at intervals of 4’a 
feet approximately eight 
leet above the invert of the 
spillway, will prevent float¬ 
ing debris from entering the 
storm drain system below 
the dam. 

The appurtenant work in¬ 
cludes the construction of a 
21-inch parapet along the 
crest of the dam to accom.- 
modate the increase water 
level which will result from 
the construction of the de¬ 
bris barrier. Also included

For the year 1976, month 
of February, the total was 
$135,288 as compared to the 
year 1975, month of Febru¬ 
ary $15,632, an increase of 
just under $120,000. 

Alterations to residents, 
non-residents and other 
buildings commanded a to¬ 
tal for this period of $26,090 
compared to the previous 
year of $15,632. No residen¬ 
tial permits were asked for 
or granted in February' of 
1975. 

Other activity in the 
Building and License De¬ 
partment showed that 117 
business licenses had been 
issued in the amount of $4,- 
341.29 as compared to the 
previous year of $3,225.02. 
There wore 13 building and 
plan checks, three street and 
carb permits; ten electrical 
permits and 25 plumbing 
permits for a total income to 
the city of $1,614.08 as com 
pared to the previous year’s 
total of $663.41. 

The accumulated totals for 
the entire year shows that 
1976 has total building per¬ 
mits of $267,175 as com¬ 
pared to the same time in 
1975 of $146,006. 

Gov. Brown 
Blamed For 
Short Money 

Supervisor Pete Schaba- 
rum today blamed Governor 
Edmund G. Brown, Jr., and 
ids piecemeal approach to 
governing for forcing Los 
Angeles County into pos¬ 
sibly having to borrow $60 
million to meet current cash 
flow problems. 

“It's common knowledge 
in .Sacramento,,’’ said Sch.n- 
barum, “that if the Governor 
is working on a pet projei't, 
such as the Farm Labor 
Law, all other State prob¬ 
lems go untended." 

The Governor has a tight 
rein on his depar t m e n t 
heads, the First District 
Supervisor said, “and they 
dare not a,'.ithorize depart¬ 
mental changes until ho is 
ready to look into the matter 
personally.’’ 

There are serious short¬ 
comings in the Governor's 
fiscal knowledge said Scha- 
barum. 

“He points to a high hiid- 
get surplus while at the 
same time he holds up wel¬ 
fare and Medi-Cal payments 
to counties,” said Schaba- 
rum, adding: 

“The regulations set up by 
his departments are classic- 
in their bureaucratic com¬ 
plexity. 

“The regulations imposed 
regarding Modi - Cal a r c 
ludicrous. The Federal gov¬ 
ernment pays the State in 
adv.ince for medical admin¬ 
istration but the State De¬ 
partment of Health will no 
longer advance administra¬ 
tive costs to the counties. 

“This piece of bureaucratic 
brilliance will cost Los An¬ 
geles County $2.7 million.” 

Schabarum said that whUe 
Brown claims vast budget 
cuts statewide, he neglects 
to point o'lt that any state 
budget reductions in Mt'di- 
Cal, Mental Health a n d 
other welfare programs 
must be paid by local gov¬ 
ernment. 

Other programs which ad¬ 
versely affect County tax¬ 
payers, said Schabarum, are 
the 10 per cent decrease in 
Medi-Cal reimbursements to- 
laling $11.2 million; the $9.1 
million underfunding of the 
Homemaker Chore Program, 
and the $8.2 million short¬ 
changing of the Men t a 1 
Health program.

No mention of 
Libya, whose president ac¬ 
cording to reliable foreign 
sources has poured $100 mil¬ 
lion in the past six monihs 
into the warchest of the 
Moslem commando leader, to 
see that truce agreements 
between Christians and Mos- 
1ms do not become perma¬ 
nent. 

That these scattered wars 
are neither internal nor 
spontaneous is self-evident. 
Richard Nixon knew this

the presidency in 1967. He

Who Always Pays? 

state Public Utilities Commissioner Leonard Ross to¬ 
day called a Ford Administration tax proposal a “bice,n- 
tennial boomerang” which would "ride roughsJiod over the 
California Supreme Court and California consumers.” 

“Tlic Ford plan would cost California consumers al¬ 
most half a billion .dollars a year — $91 for every four- 
person family in the state,” Ross said'. “In order to pro¬ 
vide extra tax benefits for utility shareholders, the plan 
would coerce the California PUC and the State Supreme 
Court to approve a $461 million rate increase.” 

Ross’ statement came in testimony before a panel 
of the House Budget Committee in Washington. The panel 
is cfj.nsidering the “Electric Power Facility Construction 
Incentive Act of 197.5,” proposed by President Gerald Ford 
on October 6, 1975. Under the proposal, federal tax bene¬ 
fits would be given to electric utilities on the condition 
that state regulatory commissions allow utility stock¬ 
holders, rather than customers, to keep the major portion 
of the savings. I.n addition, regulatory commission would 
be required to allow the utilities to earn profits on plant 
facilities whioh were only partially completed and had 
not yet entered into service. 

"If the federal government is going to use tax laws 
to force rate inciiease.s, it would bo more honest to take 
over regulation entirely,” Ross told the Congressional 
group. “This legislation is a thoug'htless insult to the prin¬ 
ciples of federalism. I am surprised to see it advcxrated 
by an administration which, in my view, is rightly con- 
oermnl about enhancing the role of the states in the 
federal system.” 

Ross provided the commitltn? with estimates of the 
total rate incieases which, the legislation would impose 
on customers of the four major California energy utili¬ 
ties. The annual cost for Pacific Gas and Electric Co. cus 
tomers would bo $263,550,000; for ratepayers of San Diego 
Gas and Electric Co., $44,000,000; for Southern California 
Pkii.san Co. customers, $123,790,000; and for Southern Cali¬ 
fornia Gas Co. customers, $29,6,50,000. The estimates as- 
.S'ume that the regulatory changes which Congress would 
reeiuirr' for ele<‘tric utilities would also be applied to 
gas utilities. 

Ro.s.s also told tlie panel that "tax subsidies should be 
u.sed for cHrnservation rather tlian supply.” Rather than 
encourage increased production of electricity, Ross said, 
the tax laws should promote insulation and .solar ap- 
I)lianc<'s. "The days of happy-go-lucky energy growth are 
over,” Ross .said. "We're kidding our.selves if we think 
the energy crisis can be .solved by making taxpayers foot 
th(‘ hill tor utility expansion.”

The let¬ 
ter .gives the reader an in¬ 
sight on what is taking place 
Ihraughout the County of 
Los Angeles:

This is to advise you of 
steps which I have taken re¬ 
garding the burglary prob¬ 
lem in Los Angeles County, 
and my recommendations 
for additional courses of ac¬ 
tion that can be taken only 
und'-r your direction. 

Status of Burglary 
Problem 

In response to the request 
made by your Honorable 
Board on October 28, 1975, 1 
.submilted a report, dated 
November 26, 1975, regard¬ 
ing this matter. Clearly the 
burglary problem is of sub¬ 
stantial, if not epid(?m i c, 
proportions. 

A primary source of prop¬ 
erty related crimes, includ¬ 
ing burglaries, is the narco¬ 
tics addict who lesorts to 
(heft to finance .his addic¬ 
tion. The typical addict, with 
a $.50 per day habit, musi 
generate more than $18,000 
of disposable annual income 
just to maintain his addic 
tion. When that addict relies 
upo.n stealing property to ob- 
ain cash in that amount, ap¬ 
proximately $50,000 of prop- 
('I’ty is stolen and ‘ fenced.” 

While estimates vary, it is 
accepti'd that there are any¬ 
where from 20,000 to 60,(X)0 
addict; in Los Angeles 
County. Tho.ugh it is un¬ 
known how many of those 
addicts actually commit bur¬ 
glaries to support their ha 
hits, the present magnitude 
cl burglaries committed in 
this county dtunontsr a t e s 
that it must be a sizable 
number. 

Action Token 

By District Attorney 

Since my last report. T 
have taken several steps to 
assure that my office is do¬ 
ing -.-‘verythlng it can do to 
ermhat this problem. 

My last report contained a 
summarv of charging poli¬ 
cies with respect to burgla¬ 
ries and other offenses. They 
are eontaincxl in a Special 
Directive, dated July 24, 
■‘975, which had previously 
been issued to all depuiv 
district atterneys. My legal 
.‘•taff was reminded of that 
directive in a written com¬ 
munication, dated December 
8, 1975. which emphasized 
my position that burglaries, 
p.articularly residential bur¬ 
glaries, continue to receive 
high priority. Emphasis was 
also placed upon vigorous 
inxrsecution of receivers of 
stolen Droperty. 

Another step is “spot” 


radio announcements. I have 
also taped, for repea ted 
radio replays, a dozen dif¬ 
ferent announcements which 
call attention to the burglary 
problem and provide specific 
tips for citizens to cut down 
their probability of becoming 
burglary victims. 

But prosecutors, as well as 
police agencies, are limited 
in what direction attention 
they can take to reduce bur¬ 
glaries. Though law enforce¬ 
ment agencies are keenly 
aware of the fact that ad¬ 
dicts commit crimes to main- 
lain their addiction, tnc 
criminal law can operate 
only after such crimes have 
been committed. Therefore, I 
have carefully explored what 
can bo done to prevent 
crimes, particularly thefts, 
by addicts before they occur. 
This analysis has led me to 
recommend to you the imme¬ 
diate reinstatement of the 
civil commitment program, 
dormant since 1972, which 
provides for Involun t a r y 
treatment of addicts at a 
stat" facility. 

This proposal, if imple- 
mentcHl, would provide an 
extremely effective supple¬ 
mentary tool, aimed at de¬ 
creasing the number of ad¬ 
dicts on the street and or re¬ 
ducing their propensity to 
commit crime. The costs 
needed to implement thi.' 
proposal appear relatively 
minimal, particularly when 
measured against the rospec- 
tiv'e savings that would ac¬ 
crue to the citizen from dc- 
crea.sed crime. 

Civil Commitment 
of Narcotic Addicts 

Promisions of the Welfare 
and Institutions Code a.uth- 
orize involuntary commit¬ 
ment of persons who are al¬ 
leged and proved to He ad¬ 
dicted to narcctics or in im¬ 
minent danger therc-of. This 
judicial procedure, initiated 
and conclucted bv the Dis¬ 
trict Attorney, fully com¬ 
ports with due process re¬ 
quirements. 

The:;e proceedi n g s are 
characterized as civil in ne- 
ture because it in unnecx?s- 
sary to provide that the al¬ 
leged addict has commited a 
liarticular crime. The pro¬ 
ceedings resemble a crim¬ 
inal prosecution be; a,use the 
alleged addict is entitled to 
the same safeguards avail¬ 
able to a criminal defen¬ 
dant. For example, proof of 
addiction must be estab¬ 
lished beyond a reasonable 
doubt. If a Jury trial to re¬ 
view a commitment order is 
requested, a unanimous ver¬ 
dict is required. Admissibi¬ 
lity of evidence is governed 
by exclusionary rules unique 
to criminal prosecutions, in¬ 
cluding those pertaining to 
search and seizure. Through¬ 
out such proceedings, the al¬ 
leged addict has a right to 
counsel, even if indigent. 

During the jiendency of 
these proceedings, the al¬ 
leged addict is .'-.ubject to in¬ 


voluntary hospital detention 
with associated care, treat 
inent and evaluation. Under 
state law, the housing of 
such persons must be totally 
.separate fro m persons 
charged with crime. 

If judicially determined to 
he an addict, there is a com 
mitment to a state facility 
designed to rehabilitate ad¬ 
dicts. For Los Angelos Coiun- 
ly commitments, that facility 
is the California Rehabilita¬ 
tion Center (CRC) at Norco. 
While there is no mipimum 
period of custodial treat¬ 
ment, the average is between 
si.x to nine months before re¬ 
lease as an outpatient pa¬ 
rolee occurs. Thereafter, if 
drug free for two years, he 
is deemed rehabilitated ana 
discharged. 

Obviously, utilization of 
this procediUre would reduce 
the number of thieves pre¬ 
sently on the streets. If eom- 
mitment led to rehabilita¬ 
tion, there would be a con¬ 
comitant, and permanent, 
decrease in crime. For those 
rommitments that do not 
lead to rehabilitation, which 
historically has been more 
likely than success, there 
would nevertheless be a de¬ 
crease in thievery because 
(hose addicts were off the 
stre'^'ts for at least s i x 
months. 

Despite its potential for 
reduring burglaries and 
other property offenses, this 
procedure has been .unavail¬ 
able in Los Angeles County 
.«ince 1971. This is because 
there i.s no facility designat¬ 
ed by this Board, as man¬ 
dated by state law, tO' house 
alleged addicts ponding eom- 
mitment proceedings. Prior 
to 1971. the County Jail in¬ 
firmary had been designated 
and up to 200 addicts were 
involuntarily committed per 
year. Remodeling and con 
strueticn then led to the dis¬ 
continued use of tliat faci¬ 
lity. 

Consideration of reinsta¬ 
ting invo'.untary civil com¬ 
mitments of addicts requires 
accoiirting for its iircspcc- 
live benefits and costs to the 
taxiiayer. Such an anlysis 
can only be an estimate. 

The typical citizen’s poe- 
ketbook essentially is affect¬ 
ed in two ways by the high 
incidence of property i"- 
latod crimes committed by 
addicts. One Is in the foim 
cf losses sustained by indi¬ 
vidual victims and increased 
insiiranee rates for all citi¬ 
zens. The other is in th" 
form of taxes for law en- 
fc-rcement services. 

Our study has led me to 
conclude that each involun¬ 
tary civil commitment of an 
addict wcxuld prevent at 
least $36,000 in thefts. Based 
upon an annual total of 200 
addicts being processed, re¬ 
instatement of this program 
could result in savings of 
.$7,200,000 per year to the 
citizens of Los Angc 1 e s 
County. Additional long-term 


savings would result when- 
('ver any involuntary com¬ 
mitter addict is either re¬ 
habilitated or has any re¬ 
duction in his need for 
heroin when released. 

The additional tax burden 
for achiev'ing this reduction 
in crime is more difficult to 
estimate. 

Of course the addition of 
200 addicts into the judicial 
process could lead to in¬ 
creased legal and custodial 
costs. But that incrc a s e 
should be offset, totally or 
partially, by a corresponding 
reduction in other costs, in¬ 
cluding: 

1. Fewer crime reports 
would bt> taken by local 
police: 

2. Corollary reduction in 
routine police proccs sing 
costs, including investigative 
expenses: and 

3. Greater attention and 
more effectiv’e utilization of 
existing police resource^ 
could then take place, per¬ 
haps resulting in a greater 
ratio of property related 
crimes being solved. 

Assuming the addition of 
200 addicts per year into 
thes-e civil proceedings, the 
only prospective jncroa.se in 
overall costs would be for a 
designated faciliiv in lie.u ct 
the County Jail, and its ad¬ 
ministration, Including se¬ 
curity. The Chief Adminis¬ 
trative Officer, who h a 
studied this matter, osii- 
mates that staffing of .a 
facility could be achieved at 
a cost of approximate 1 y 
S.5.50,000 per year. As to a 
possible facility. Metropoli¬ 
tan State Hospital presently 
has space available for use 
to house alleged addicts 
ending commitment proceed- 
in.gs. It has been estimated 
that $200,000 of renovation 
for security purposes would 
he necessary. 

The.so estimates of facility 
and administrative costs, 
Ills’! security costs, approxi¬ 
mate $1,000,000. Clearly such 
expenditures a r e minimal 
when measuretl against pros- 
lioptiv’c savings of sc’vcn 
times that amount. Indec’d, 
prosnectivp benefits so out 
weigh pstim.ated costs that I 
urge yo'U to rut through pre¬ 
vailing hurer.'ieratie inf’i’tia 
and take the following steps 
as soon as possible: 

1. Designate an appropri¬ 
ate facility; 

2. Delegate to the appreri- 
atp agency the ressponsibi- 
lity of administering and 
staffing tl’.at facility; and 

3. Provido for appropriate 
security. 

Whe.a these steps are im- 
lilemented, this office can 
proceed w'ith initiating in¬ 
voluntary civil commitments 
of addicts. 

I am informed that roac- 
tiv'ation of this program has 
Ihe support of Police Chief 
Davis and Sheriff Pitchess. 

A Review of Methodone 

Moinntenance Progroms 

At one time it was thought 


that another hopeful means 
of crime prevention or re¬ 
duction might be available 
through the legal substitu¬ 
tion of a diTjg or dioigs 
other than heroin for atldic- 
tion, e.g., methadone. 

In Los Angeles County 
there arc various metloadone 
maintenance progiams en¬ 
compassing 2250 slots. One- 
thircl, or 750 slots, are ad¬ 
ministered by the County. 

Methadone maintena n c e 
remains controversial. Argu¬ 
ments over its continuation 
often are omotirmal. 

Unforunately we know 
very little about its impact, 
if any, on crime. Do those 
who take it tend to lead law- 
abiding lives? Dots the 
blocking of the craving for 
heroin which it allegetlly 
produces tend tc inhibit 
criminal activity which was 
formerly necessary to sup- 
pert an expensive habit? M'c 
don’t know. 

Bwa-uso of the County in¬ 
volvement in the program I 
recommend that the Board 
designate a task force com¬ 
prised of criminologists and 
doctor.; to review the cur¬ 
rent addict maintenance pro¬ 
grams to determine their ef¬ 
fectiveness and review and 
make rooomrrer.dalions con¬ 
cerning their future opera¬ 
tions, including the lienefits 
cr liabilities in expanding 
these programs, and the cost 
benefits derived from using 
private contractors. 

The task force should also 
investigate the drugs which 
may ho used as alternatives 
to methadonein maintenancr 
programs, such as Darvon-N 
and Icvo- alpha- acetylmeth- 
del (L.A.A.M.i. 3’hey could 
prove to be more s.uitable 
than methadone and easier 
and less costly to administi'r. 

The County has experi 
mented with the mainten¬ 
ance approach for a few 
years. Now it is time to de¬ 
termine if these programs 
are effective and if tliey re¬ 
duce crime. As a result of 
such a study the Board may 
decide to rvodify, expand, o'* 
contract its program. 

I urge that sucli a atudy 
he undertaken.

New housing starts in 
California increased sharp¬ 
ly in January to a seasonally 
adjusted annual rate of 
177,000 units, according to 
Bank of America. 

This represents a gain of 
26 per cent from the 131,000 
rate of December 1975 and 
was more than double the 
85,000 rate of January 1975. 

Part of the gain was due 
to the unusually dry weather 
in California during Jan¬ 
uary. Moreover, bank econo¬ 
mists said, analysis of build¬ 
ing permits and the geo¬ 
graphic distribution of new 
starts indicates gro wing 
.strength in this sector of the 
California economy. 


They said the January 
rate of new starts probably 
will not be sustained for the 
full year, but they expect 
totals for 1976 to be up more 
than 25 per cent from last 
year.

Dear S. H., 

You are right. The storks 
and statistics don’t appear to 
match. What you must re¬ 
member is that a woman 
plumber is a news story, and 
it is her very uniqueness 
that makes her newsworthy. 
But it is easy to gather the 
impression that there arc 
many women in those jobs. 
The .statistics, how ever 
show this just isn’t so. 

The route into jobs in con¬ 
struction, crafts, etc., is ap>- 
prenticeshlp, and very few 
women have been able to 
find olaccmcnt. California 
has the largest number of 
apprentices In the nation, 
more than 36,000. Of that 
large total, our most recent 
figures show that only 312 
are women. That is less than 
one per cent. 

However, some posit I'v 
( hange appears to be on the 
horizon. On January 30, in 
Los Angeles, the California 
Apprenticeship Council voted 
to amend the California 
Plan, and rexjuire goals and 
timetables for placing wo 
men in apprenticeships. It 
will take some time, of 
course, to prepare the data 
nece.ssarx" for establishing 
reasonable goals and time- 
tabbles. Interest, proportion¬ 
ate presence In the popula¬ 
tion, and other factors must 
be taken into account. 

Women’s groups, city and 
coun+y commissions on the 
status of women, and the 
California Commission on 
the Status of Women all 
worked toward s»mendment 
of the California Plan. Now 
the next step is to gather 
goorl information and statis¬ 
tics on women employed in 
various crafts occupations, 
as well as good information
